STATEMENT OF SERVICES FOR WHICH THE DECO¬ 
RATION HAS BEEN AWARDED 

(Effective date of the Award : 1st November 1984) 

Consequent on the assasination of late Prime Minister, 
Shrimnti Indira Gandhi, violence swept the country and took 
the shape of communal riots. On the morning of the 1st 
November, 1984, Shri Nirbhay Mishra, Inspector (Home 
Guards) and Shri Narendra Singh, Company Commander 
(Home Guards) were going on a Motorcycle to Anandpur 
Camp on the Bihta Maner Road. On the way, they saw a 
mob in no mood to spare Driver Dharam Singh and his 
Khalasi Shri Bachan Singh, who were driving a Truck. The 
driver and Khalasi saw these two Home Guards Officers in 
uniform and ran to them for help. Both the Home Guards 
Officers appealed to the mob to spare their lives, but it had no 
effect. The violent mob carried on beating the driver and the 
Khalasi. Since these Home Guards Officers were not armed, 
they provided shelter to the driver and the Khalasi with their 
bodies. The violent mob thrashed them also. Tn their attempt 
to save two human lives, Shri Nirbhay Mishra and Shri 
Narendra Singh were badly hurt. On their constant pnrsua- 
tion, a good-sense prevailed and the mob started thinking out, 
Shri Nirbhay Mishra and Shri Narendra Singh took the driver 
and Khalasi on their Motorcycle and brought them to Anand¬ 
pur Camp Dispensary thereby wiving their lives without 
carrying for their personal safety.
